Planked Ham 

Of course we can’t live wholly on 
sweets, even at Christmas time, so 
here is a recipe for a delicious meat 
dish, with vegetables: 

Take pieces from broken slices of 
ham (which are less expensive than 
whole slices) and cut into 2-ineh 
squares, Rub over the ham a mixture 
of mustard, brown sugar and vinegar, 
and place on a hot plank. Cut in half 
cooked sweet potatoes, lay them 
around the ham, and spread over 
them a sugar syrup doted with butter 
dabs. Fill the spaces between with 
pieces of cooked cauliflower sprinkled 
with grated cheese, Bake in the top 
of a hot oven. The dish may be 
garnished with sprigs of parsley after 
taking from the oven.

Often a good sauce can be made 
from the juices left from canned or 
stewed fruits. One kind may be used 
alone, or several combined.
